As the time for Congress to reas- 
semble approaches, this fact is being 
gradually disclosed by the admlolo- 
tratlon Itself. In nearly every De- 
partment in Washington, 
ment officials are preparinf 
ments to patch up defecta In i 
These defect* exist because the meth 
ods followed in the enactment of the 
statutes were slovenly a 
lo the last degree. 

Another ptoblem facing the 
ministration, even more i 
of defective laws, is that of the 
ernment's finances. There haa 
a growing disrepancy between re- 
ceipts 'and expenditures, creating » 
deficit in the treasury that muat be 
provided for. 

Government funds have be«n wast 
ed and a large proportion of this 
waste is due to carelessness by the 
Democratic Congress In handling ap- 
propriations. Articles have hereto- 
fore appeared giving a few typical* 
examples of how this waste has oc- 
curred. These articles might be- 
continued indefinitely. Enough haa 
been said, however, to illustrate tho 
wasteful, inefficient principle that 
vitiated the entire Democratic re- 
gime. 

A recapitulation of the later arti- 
cles, from 1 ft to 24, is given here- 
with. They will be followed later 
by additional descriptions of Demo- 
cratic mistakes.
